The leading; object „f 
our wcial initiliitiotii, legiiLative, judi- 
cial, nod exec ut ire, is 10 control and pul 
duwii the very propensities in which 
pugilism begiui and end*. To conquer 
with the strong arm — lu leiie aud to keep 
l>y force — to wreak our own vengeance iu 
our own way, enacting the part of judge, 
jury, and eirculi.j.ier, in our uwo ctuae — 
thete are th* bleued maxima proclaimed 
and exemplified by pugiliam. Lei lhe*e 
maxims prevail, and civilisation it at an 
end. Question, of right and wrong will 
reaolve them.elvet into quettious of 
bodily itaiure and bodily ttrcosth. Tbe 
Utile mutt luccumb to the big— the light 
10 Ihe heavy — the feeble to the puwertiil. 
Instead of studying the acience of legtein- 
lion, of jurisprudrDCe, or of civil gnvern- 
m*nt, we hail better study the " ma«ly" 
art* and science* inculcated in Ih* boBing 

Khuul, 1'he li.-a.l had better girt jrLce 
to the liits. Instead u[ wielding lljtv. 
menti, .ie ah nlj Irani to wield our 
knucklm. 1 1 mica J of convincing oar 
neighbour, we should knock him down. 
And when it comet to this, we had better 
atrip at ouce and lake to the bush, catting 
in uur lot with tlie children of the wadd j 
and the tomahawk. 

We hold, that all who abet or 
connive at thi* degrading practice, ate 
'guilty of uue of the gravest offencet 
a^niiiit tuciely. They are assisting 
lo undo every thing that education il 
doing— to tap the very foundations of 
public morals, and of our civil and re- 
ligious liberties. And we are sorry lo 
learn, that evrn atnongil what are callrd 
our " respectable " classes, abettor, are 
not wanting. Men of property— men of 
education— men of good fame and rrpute 
— and some even hearing Hi a afajmctv't 
commission as conservators of the peace- 
were seen, we are informed, hastening un 
Tuesday last lo tbe Scene of bloody com- 
bat between " tbe Champion of Port 
Phillip " and " thr Champion of New 
South Watet \" We bluahetl to hear it— 
we bluah to write it, Sham*— shame 
upon them ' 

But we have a word lo aay to another 
class of men— a class who are employed 
and paid by tbe community for the ex- 
press purpose of defending ug, to the 
utmost of iheir power, from all such scan- 
dalous oulragei. When — we ask — 
where were the Polite, when so many 
hundreds nr Ihuuaandi of peuple were 
flocking lo Middle Harbuur ' '1 hat they 
must have been aware of the intended 
light, our rrliauce upon their sagacity 
cumprl* us 10 believe, tl it nut to be 
supposed that w hat waa so well kuown to 
all the world besides, cou 13 have been un- 
known lo them. That would argue a 
want uf vigilance, of tharp looking -uut, 
which would be discreditable In any police 
corps in tbe Quub'i duminiont, If, then, 
wtgivt them creditfor having mad* aprapei 
ute of their eyes and ears, what shall 
we say lo iheir having made no 
ute of their tutkority { Why did 
they not aet upon i heir information ■' 
Why did ihry not, at all event*, ,J« their 
(rtf lo prevent the unlawful gathering, 
anil, failing prevention, to bring tome of 
the ringleaders tn justice f We know nut 
huw these question* can be answered— al 
leut we know not how Ihey can be an- 
swered to the satisfaction uf the public, or 
in away that ought to be satisfactory to 
the Qovrrumrnl. Hut let us hope that 
uu any future occasion of the like nature, 
(he proper autborMiet will be at their post, 
determined, at til hazards, Ui do Iheir 
duty.

the co!*uiita feel that the natives are very 
important aukiliariet to them, both for 
laln.ur and fur traffic. The parties have 
tried Iheir strength in ihe battle -tie Id, and 
both liavr come off with hunuiirt ; one il 
strong and over-whrlining on nprn ground 
and near the sea ; the ulher is lord of the 
rnouutaiii, bush, and twamp. But ihe 
iiiotl imputiaol advantage has been gained 
by .his struggle to the unite population, 
nud thai is, their native friends havr been 
tested and aturtaioed, the result of which 
* moat gratifying, anil we now know that 
more are Ihey who are for us than for 
thuse who have hern again* us. The 
aborigines generally are convinced that 
cultivating their lands aud planting food 
it more to their advantage than lighting 
ngainst soldier* and uur native allies. 
There may probably be now and then a 
ical interruption of the general tran- 
quillity of ih* colony, but the universal 
tendency and order of things ii peace and 
its prosperous consequences.
